A STARTLING STATEMENT CON- 
CERNING EX-PRESIDENT DAVIS. 


He Is Asked to Account for More Than Two Millions 
of Dollars of Confederate Treasure—General 
Johnston Telle Some of the Secrets 
and Trials of His Campe’gus.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 16, 1881.—Not long 
ago! found myself upon a slow train on the rail- 
road between Goldsboro, N. C., and Raleigh, the 
Capital of the ‘tar heel” state.

This reference to the terms of peace first made*he- 
tween General Sherman and General Johuston 
affords a fitting opportanity to furnish the reasons 
why General Sherman treated President Johnson

He told General Sherman that 
he did notsigu the proclamation, and knew noth- 
ing of it until he saw itin the public prints; that 
the secretary of war had acted upon his individual 
authority in affixing his signature thereto. The 
president assured him that he approved his action 
as it was bused upon the views expressed by Presi- 
dent Lineoln before his death. In the then excited 
State or the public mind he doubtless thought it 
best not tointerfere withthe unauthorized action of 
the secretary of war, for it would have provoked a 
contlict, the result of which could hardly have been 
foreseen, 

Reviewing these recollections of the important 
meeting between the two generals, who represented 
the remaining active forces after General Lee's sur- 
render, recalls a very pleasant and instructive con- 
versation | had with General Johuston not long 
Since, when he gave mea very vivid and strikine 
narrative, not only of the meeting between himself 
and General Sherman, but of most of the exciting 
and importantincideuts which preceded it.

Ilexpressed the conviction then that [have 
ever since held, that it was the greatest calamity 
titat he offered me the saine terms Grant had 
accorded to Geneaal Lee. I called his

After the convers: tion, which the introduction of 
this subject provoked, the object of our meeting 
was broughtup by General Sherman's remarking 
suggested that it did not contemplate a conference 
for surrender, but simply an armistice to pennit the 
civil authorities of the two countries to negotiate 
terms of peace. He replied that the government of 
the United States did uot recognize the existence of 
asouthern confederacy and that he could not re- 
ceive or transmit, any proposition addressed to the 
goverument of the United States by those claiming 
to be the civil authorities of the confederacy. He, 
however, expressed himself as exceedingly anxious 
to divert from the south such calamities as the con- 
tinuation of the war would inevitably bring, and 
reiterated his offer of such terms as Grant ga¥e to 
ee. Ireminded him thatthe position of our ar- 
mies Was vastly different from those of General Lee 
and General Grant; that mine was four days march 
from him,and thatthe distance could not be les- 
sened, therefore lL would not be justified in making 
acapitulation. After some further conversation I 
suggested that there were eminent precedents to 
justify usin going further than a mere suspensio1 
of hostilities. I cited several of them, and called 
his attention to the offers of Napoleon to the Arch 
Duke Charles, and again to other eminent military 
authorities who had negotiated terms of peace. 
liere began what to me Wasa very interesting part 
General sherman entered into

When the question of authority to conduct 
negotiations to that end had been sett'ed, we begau 
to cons'der the terms which might be aneorded to 
the southern states in view of their submission to 
the authority of the United States. General Sherman 
had had alongeconversation with Mr. Lincoln, but a 
very short dime before our meeting which furnisued 
him with the basis for the terms of peace which we 
[have never hadany doubt 
but that they were entirely in accordance with Mr. 
Lincoln's views, and would have been accepted and 
It did not take us 
long to agree upon the terms, as expressed in the 
memorandum, which we signed at our second meet- 
ing, with the exception of one clause: that 
wus the one relating to amnesty for Mr. 
Davis and his cabinet. We spent most 
of the afternoon discusing this question, and atsun- 
down had reached no conclusion. General Sher- 
man’s idea seemed to be to dispose of this question 
ih some manner that would net jeopardize the rati- 
fication ef the terms of peace by his government, 
and hence the earnest consideration given to it.

General Sherman 
assented. When the memorandum as prepared by 
Mr. Reagan was handed me I read it to General 
Sherman who took it and immediately 
sat down at the table and 
writing, holding the paper I had given 
him directiyin front ofhim with his 1 hand, 
He had been writing but a moment when-teneral 
Breckinridge interrupted him, and began making a 
speech upor the blessings of peace. Ceneral Sher- 
man looked up from his work antl gazed at 
him fixedly until be had finishhad; when he 
instantly nape gyre his eyes upon the paper without 
even a sign of response, and began writing as rap- 
idly as possible. When the memorandum he had 
been writing was finished | found that it differed 
from mine only in being more in detail. The con- 
ference was not continued long after tne terms 
were agreed upon, Colonel Dayton, of General 
Sherman's staff, was called to make four copies of 
the agreement—one for each of the presidents, one 
for General Shermanand one for myself. When 
they were finished and signed we sepurated, I 
transmitted a cope to Mr. Davis at once, and Gen- 
a copy to President Johnson.

‘When the agreement between General Sherman 
and myself had been signed every one that knew of 
itfeltelated. Breckinridge was in great glee, aud 
riding back to General Hampton's headquarters 
took it for granted that the war was ended. He 
made several business propositions 'to me, some of 
them of considerable magnitude. Before we had 
got three miles from the Bennett heuse on onr re- 
turn, he proposed that we buy the Greenbrier white 
sulphursprings in Virginia. This seemed to be his 
pet scheme, and he insisted that it would be a great 
money-making venture, I suggested that we had no 
morey.”’ 

‘Not a bit of trouble about that,’ he said: ‘nota 
bit of trouble about getting the money: we can bor- 
row it.’ 

‘Where, and of whom?’ I asked. 

‘Oh, most any capitalist would be willing to 
back us,’ he replied.

the enemy had between us and the Mississippi 
river. Had the cavalry with which I left Charlotte 
been associated with a force large enough to inspire 
hope for the future, instead of being discouraged 
by the surrenderin their rear, it would probably 
have gone on, and when united with the forces of 
Mowry, Forest and Taylor, in Alabama and Missis- 
sippi, have constituted an army large enough to 
attract stragglers aud revived the drooping spirits 
of the country.’ 

‘Because I did not lend myself to this plan of 
Mr. Davis's for prolonging the war, he seems to 
think that I committed an offense against the south- 
ein people. My information is that they take a 
different view of it. and [ am thoroughly content 
with their estimate of my conduct on that occa- 
sion.”’ 

Mr. Davis left Charlotte soon after General Sher- 
man gave notice that the armistice would terminate 
in forty-eight hours, and acting upon my authority 
as a military commanderl proposed to General 
Sherman another armistice to negotiate fora settle- 
ment of the difficulties upon the basis of the mili- 
tary part of the agreement which his* govern.nent 
had rejected. Soon after daybreak, on the morning 
of the 26th of April, I feceived a favorable reply 
from General Sherman, and set outat once for the 
Bennett house, where our first negotiations 
had been conducted. We met about noon 
and in a very short time had agreed upon terms 
which putan end tothe war within the limits of 
our commands which are embraced within the 
same territory. 

‘Is Mr. Davis a man of much military ability?’’ 

“By no means. I do not regard him as qualified 
for high executive or military duties. His service 
asthe executive of the confederacy demonstrated 
this fact. Ido not believe that .here isin the his- 
tory of the world another such example of demor- 
alizing control as thatot Mr. Davis's management of 
the affairs of the confederacy. tie is a man Of over- 
weening vanity and great will power. I regard 


civil executive. He naturally has no under- 
standing or conception of military operations on an 
extended secale,and yetis vain enough to think 
that he knows it all.”’ 

“f see that in hs book he alludes to having left 
some money with youat Chesrlotte and that you 
distributed it among the troops.’’ 

“Yes, that was an occurrence which I distinctly 
recall. On the 19th of April, after the coriclusion 
of my first conference with General Sherman, | 
hastened to Greensboro, where my headquarters 
had been removed, and arrived there about day- 
light. We didnot sleep muchin those eventful 
days. I there expected toffind Mr. Davis, but he had 
removed to Chariotte. found, however, a com- 
munication from himin which he directed me to 
obtain from the treasury agent a box of silver which 
he had left in hishands subject tomy order. It 
was said to contain $39,000 in speeie and Mr. Davis 
said that I should use it as my military chest for the 
When I came to receive it, it was $1,200 short, 
which amount the treasury agent said the 
commissary general had taken from it, After 
the receipt of the first order directing me to take 
charge of this money for the use of the army 
Mr. Davis sent a second order directing its return to 
him at Charlotte. Both letters were received by my 
adjutant general, Colonel Anderson, before my ar- 
rival, and were handed me together. i replied to 
Mr. Davis's two notes and acknowledged the receipt 
of the money, but declined to return it as directed 
in his second note. I took the position in my re- 
sponse that the civil authority of the southern con- 
federacy had been destroyed, and that only the 
military part of our government had an existence. 
Therefore, | regarded it as very equitable that a 
share of the funds still left should be appropriated 
for the use of the army, especialiy as the troops had 
received no piy for many months and nothing of 
real value for years.e I assured Mr. Davis that the 
money would ce put to quite as good use and pur-

“I had learned from General Beauregard that the 
presifient had a large amount of specie in his pos- 
session, and [ therefore wrote a letter urging that a

service. My letier to Mr. Davis on this subject was 
quité urgent, and I entrusted it to Colonel Masots. 
of my staff, with instructions that he deliver it in 
persan to Mr. Dayis and wait until he got a reply. 
Colobkel Mason went to Charlotte, delivered the let- 
ter to him, but beyond a telegraphic acknowledge- 
ment to me that the letter was received, no response 
hasever been made, Colonel Mason waited some 
time, and made seversl efforts to get a response 
from Mr. Davis in obedience to my instructiens, but 
was obliged to return without one. 

‘What became of this shecie’?’’ 

‘It followed or preceded the head of the civil 
government of the confederacy to the south, about 
the time Mr. Davis went in that direction.’’ 

. “Have you any idea of the amount of specie Mr. 
Dayis earried south ?’’ 

© “Calonel Paul, an eminent artillery officer of the 
confederacy, and now a prominent lawyer of Rich- 
m¢nd, a mau of high character, told me that he 
saW the specie before its removal from Kichmond 
and after ithad been loaded ready for transporta- 
tion. Hesaid that there was acar load ofit. As 
he-only saw it boxed ready for shipment he eculd, 
of cottirse, give no information as to the amonnt in 
dolar and cents. General Beauregard, however, 
was in immediate command at Greensboro while 
the president was there, and doubtless had oppor- 
tunity of knowing more accurately the amount of 
movey with him than most auy one except his im- 
mediante political family. He imformed me that he 
was convinced that 32,000,000 in specie was taken 
from Greensboro wheu the civil government moved. 
J have no doubt but that General Beaureygard’s esti- 
mate was within bounds. After Mr. Davis left 
(hariotte and moved south, a confederate ofticer 
told that while standing near a. bridge crossing a 
small creek, aman rode up and inspected it. Le 
said that he was in charge of the presideat’s money 
train, And wanted to sce whether the bridge was 
safe or not. The manin charge told the officer he 
hadtwenty wagon loads of specie in the train, 
which would be in perfect harmony with General 
Paul’s statement that there wasa car load when it 
left Kichmond, and with General VBeauregard’s 
opinion that there was $2,500,000 of it when it left 
Greenusboro.”’ 

“What became of the money?’ 

‘“*Thatl am uuable tosay.> Mr. Davis has never 
accounted forit; and whatis a strange thing io me 
is that the southern people have never held him two 
account for its disposition. The $39,000, he left for 
me the sol@fers received. Major Moses, an attor- 
ney, now living in Atlanta, has accounted fcr 
$20,000 more. A shorttime before the evacuation 
of Kiel:mond the bankers of that city placed in Mr. 
Davis’s hands $360,000 in specie. for the defense of 
the city, There was never any service rendered for 
this money, but when Richmond was evacuated it 
was transported south with the specie belonging to 
the confederacy. A committee of Richmond bank- 
ers Was sent to recover it. At Washington, Ga., 
they succeeded in getting between $110,000 
and $120,000, but while transporting 
it heme it was captured by Gen- 
eral Wilson's cavalry and turned into the United 
States treasury. it is now there andgin litigation. 
The Richmond bankers have bee@ suing for its 
recovery all these years and it has never yet been 
decided to whom it belongs. Say £120,000 is there, 
and $38,000 in the military chest left at Greensboro 
for the army, and $20,000 accounted for by Major 
Moses. This would make $179,000 out of the $2,500,- 
000, which General Beauregard and other good 
authority, estimates wason hand after Lee’s sur- 
render.”’ 

‘‘\sr. Dayis in his book says he does not remember 
anytoiug about the circumstances of that money 
tiausaction with you’”’ 

‘*Mr. Davis's book is full of inaccuracies and in- 
consiste:.cies. Jt is doubtless the weakest publica- 
tion that has yet been written upon the war. He 
appears to have been equally forgetiul about many 
important matters connected with his administra- 
tion of the affairs_of the confederacy. He either 
forgets or mrisstat nahy of the facts in relation to 
my campaign against sherman before my removal! 
from the command at Atlanta in 1544, 

I wast good deal amused to read of the long in- 
terview between myself and Ben Hill, prior to that 
time, which he related to you in such great detail. 
The interview in that formand to thatextent never 
took place, but, Hill has an elastic imagination, and 
ix quite capable of putting words into my mouth. 
I do not think tulk between Mr. 
Hill and myself longer than ten 
minutes, and it as of the mest 
enonmonplace character. I see that he told you 
that | hadinformed him at that interview that I 
could held Sherman beyond the Chattahoochee six 
weeks. Ineverhad suchathought. I was at Ma- 
rietta when we had the talk, and I had détermined 
to make tWo stands between that and the Cnatta- 
hoocheetiver. One aboutmidway between the two 
points, the one on the pank of that stream, and 
at the time of the interview wiih Mr, Hill my en- 
gineer oflicers were at work fortify- 
ing these points. How long tifese stands 
would be no human~ being could foretell. 
They were also jnspecting the heights about Atlan- 
tu With a view of selecting the strongest points for 
a fical stand against Sherman's advance. My plan 
was, afterI crossed the Chattahoochee, to take up 
my position upon the heights, and fortify them 
strongly. I had some good, heavy artillery and 
(roverner Rrown had furnished me 3,000 miliwWa 
and promised 10,000 more These troops I calcula- 
ted to post forashow of strength upoa the hills 
about the fortified works. After they were in good 
position I should haye withdrawn the active forces 
within the city, andthen moved out and struck 
Sherman upon either flank with my line still resting 
upon Atlanta asa pivotal point, so that in Case of 
disaster I could have swung back upon the city into 
the almogt impregnable re my fortifications 
afforded. *J could there have resisted almost any 
army that could have been brought against me. 
sherman had not the foree to carry Atlanta by as- 
sault,and I did not believe he could get it; could 
not have cut the State railroad, my line of commu- 
nication, without uncovering histo his base of sup- 
plies. While these plans were being consummated 
Mr. Davis was constantiy sending me telegraphic 
inquiries as to tiy intentions forthe future. His 
last dispatch, except the one removing me from 
command, was simply: 

What are yourintentions? 

I returned the following reply: 

“NEAR ATLANTA, July 16, 1864.—His. Excclilency, 
the President, Richmond Va: Your dispatch of to- 
duy received. The light change in the enemy’s 
position made since my eee of the 14th to 
General Cooper, was reported to General Bragg. 
vesterday. It wasa report from General Wheeler 
that Seofield s corps had. advanced eastwaidly 
about three miles from Isham’s Ford, and en- 
trenched. Astheenemy has double our number 
we must be on the defensive. My plan of opera- 
tions must therefore depend upon that 
of the enemy. t is mainly to 
watch foran opportunity to fight to advantage. 
We aretrying to put Atlantain condition to be 
held for a day or two by the Georgia militia, that 
army movements may be freer and wider. 

‘J. FE, JOHNSTON.’ 

“The dispatch is the one for which there has 
been so much search, and is the one which Mr, Hlit 
told you was so evasive as to determine the presi- 
dent toremove me. I considered it then as I do 
now, a fair statement of my purposes. I would not 
have.given the president a detailed plan of my op- 
erations had he been present. Itisevnough for me 
to know that General Lee was satisfied with 
my conduct, and urgently objected 
tomy removal. Mr. Davis's opinion I cared and 
care little for. There was no one who kne@y any- 
thing about our military operations there who did 
not know that I intended to defend Atlanta to the 
last,as lregarded it the most important point in 
the south save Richmond and the strongest of any. 

‘There is nothing in the history of war that can 
equal many of the maneuvers of that important 
campaign. History does no record such marvelous 
ability to overcome obstacles and prepare the path- 
way for ap army, as was exhibited 
ou many occasions by General Sherman’s 
engineers. It was just four daysi¥from the time 
they reached the Chattahoochee river, and pointed 
out the standing timber to the vigorous axmen be- 
fore they had trains running across the river over a 
substantia: bridge several hundred feet long, built 
Again, in North Carolina they 
marched nine miles a day and corduroyed every 
foot of the road, a feat never before approached in 
the history of army movements. General Hamp- 
ton came to me one day and said that he 
had obstructed a cut on the North 
Carolina railroad in such a manner as to prevent 
Sherman’sadvance for some weeks, but we were 
never able to discern thatitin any way interfered 
with*his progress. I look upon the ability of the 
urmy under my command, with its meagre resources 
of everything to make successful warfare to resist 
Sherman's march as well as it did, as an achieve- 
ment worthy of their matchless valor and en- 
durance. No soldiers ever suffered and endured 
more for their homes and country. None ever 
fought harder, or with greater bravery. Mr. Davis 
was a sorry chief for such soldiers.”’ F. A. B.

‘Was there any information about confederate 
treasure at all? 

‘*You know Thad to leave home for fore rts 
on Very short notice, and I heard most o whan I 
heard at all afteymy return from Europe ,All that 
| know personally isthis incident: General Breck- 
inridge had some money in his possession when he 
left my house, but when he got about five 
miles. away he sent his son back with it. 
The young man threw it over into my yard and 
rode away. I refused to touch it, but sent for Cap- 
tain Abrams, of an leowa company, who happened 
tobe there. I told him that the money was 
.bere, but belonged tothe confederate people. I 
suid Secretary stantom had agreed to furnish 
food to our paroled troops as they 
returned home. Now l told him I did not want 
his people to steal our provisions for the purpose, 
but to have this money spent forthem. I gave it 
to him and have his receipt for it to this day, but I 
required him to giveit to Major Vickers, an honor- 
able man in our town. learned afterwards 
thatas soon aslleft town Abrams went and took 
the money from Vickers, and it has never been 
heard of since. That isall I ever knew personally 
about the money that was along with the cabinet.’’ 

‘Do you know anything of the robbery of the 
eonvoy of the Kichmond money?”’ 

“Only from general report in the community. I 
understood there were some two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars sent to our town and deposited in 
the branch bank of the State of Geodgia. I under- 
stool that subsequently it was withdrawn 
and started back to Richmond: and when 
about ten or twelve miles from town the three 
wagons were seized by a party of soldiers and 
lowless men and plundered. All this I heard of 
after my return. That money, however, was 
alWays understood as belonging to the Kichmond 
banks. and not asa part of the treasure of the 
confederate government.”

The failure of the firm of R. W. L. Rasin & Co 
created camsiderable comment here. 

This firm did the largest business in the country 
in fertilizers, and Georgia was its most important 
state. It is estimated that it sold nearly 20,000 tons 
in Georgia alone. Mr. W. J. Kuth, who represented 
the firm here, is in Baltimore, where he has been 
forseveral days. A gentleman who should know 
something of their affuirs said: 

The Habilities of the firm will reach neare 
$1,500,000 than $500,000. Of course tieorgia will 
not behurt. She owes the firm money and has 
nothing due her. 

The Baltimore Sun gives the fcllowing wccount 
of the failure and the causes that led to it: 

The failure of the firm of R. W. L. Rasin &Co. 
of Baltimore, manufacturers of and dealers in fa- 
tilizers, wasannounced yesterday, and cansed con 
Siderable excitement among the trade, as the house 


did the iargest business of the kind in the country. 
The exact lfabilities are not known, but are esti- 
mated at half a million dollars, and by some con- 
siderably above that figure. The amount of assets 
is not detinitely known either, though said to be 
quite large. Yesterday morning a deed of trust 
from R. W. L. Rasin & Co. to Thomas M. Lanaham, 
as assignee of all the assets of the firm, and of R. 
W. L. Kasin, personally, to dispose of and apply the 
proceeds to the benefit of the creditors of the firm, 
was filed for record in the superiorcourt. The doe- 
ument wascertified to before Justice MeCaffray. 
The tirm consists pf Robert W. 1, Rasin, general part- 
ner, nud Captain E. K. Cooper, gman partner. The 
firm did a business extenaing all ever the country, 
but more especially in the south. Last year they 
zre understood to have cleared about $300,000 on 
cotton taken in exchange for fertilizers, and the firm 
was rated by the commercial agencies to be worth 
$250,000 to $300,000. Their fertilizer works, on Fed- 
eral hill, are well known, and new works further 
down the river are in course of erection. The Fed- 
eral hill works alone are worth about $150,000 for 
fertilizer manufacturing Purves, Various causes 
are assigned for the failure, one being that 
Rasin & Co. had sold their phosphates in 
the south and taken in payment liens on the 
cotton crop, which this year was very short. On 
the other hand, it is suid it was given outin Atlanta 
that the firm were not taking cotton in payment 
this year, but were asking cash for their fertilizers. 
The drought and consequent shortcrop made it 
impossible for some of their southern customers to 
settle up in cash or cotton, though pressed to do so, 
und a combination of circumstances pre 
tated the crisis. Most of the debts of the 
irm are said to be held in New York, 
though the fertilizer trade generally in this city 
and some of the banks hold the paper. Phe west 
where Rasin & Co. purchase considerable material 
for use in manufacturing, is also interested. Mr, 
M. Cox, chief clerk of the firm, attributes the failure 
to the stringency of the money market, and the fact 
that one who had advanced money had stopped 
doing so. He had no idea of the liabilities, 
which were scattered, nor of the assets, 
though ai statement was being prepared 
for short receipts. The assets consistea of what 
would be realized from the sale of the works and 
the stock on hand and the amounts due from the 
sale of fertilizers. The first idea the public had of 
the embarrassments of Rasin & Co., was a check for 
$3,400 given by the house on the Fourth national 
bank of New York in favor of another fertilizer 
dealer here, and which was returned to the Frank- 
lin bank, of this city, on Wednesday. Inman, 
Swan «& Co., of New York, had been backing the 
Baltimore house until very recently. It is said that 
another check for $1,500 for freight money was 
also thrown Out of bank here. The Farmers and 
Merchants’, the Third National and the Marine 
bank of this city have some of the firm’s paper, but 
say itis well covered. The works are stopped for 
the present, this suspension hastening A ypc of 
the embarrassment and throwing out of employ- 
ment a number of people. Much sympathy was 
expressed in all quarters yesterday for Messrs. 
Rasin & Co., and it whs a general wish that they 
would be able to make some satisfactory arrange- 
ment with their creditors and continue. It was ru- 
mored, also, that the works, if sold, would be taken 
by a syndicate of the creditors and runas a stock 
concern.

MR. JOHNSTON'S REMARKABLE INTER- 
VIEW. 

We print this morning’ iat most startling 
statement that has come from the lips of any 
southe" man since the close of the war, in 
theinterview of General Joseph E. Johnston. 


the paper{is such an important one the 
uublic will be interested in I arning how it 


was obtained. 

The writer of the interview is Mr. Frank A. 
surr, the special correspondent of the Phila- 
delphia Press, the Boston Herald and THE 
ATLANTA ConsTITUTION, and was intended for 
simultaneous publication in his three papers 
on Sunday morning. Ourcopy failed to reach 
us in time, and itis presented this morning. 
The interview was prepared several weeks ago, 
but was held back by Mr. Burr until he could 
make it full and perfect. It was his purpose 
to submit itto General Johnston before print- 
ing, and-asour copy contains frequent and 
minute corrections in different. handwriting 
from the body of the article it is fair to pre- 
sume that it is in authorized and accurate 
shape. 

Nothing is to be more deeply regretted than 
these quarrels between the leaders of the lost 
cause. They tend to bring disrepute on all 
who engage in them, and to becloud the con- 
duct of a war that, whatever else may be said 
of it, was fought honestly and bravely. Our 
leaders ought to be willing to rest on the 
merits of the case, as the soldiers of the armies 
have done, Not even the darkness of defeat 
hor the pangs of surrender could bring such 
pain to the hearts of the men who survived 
that heroic and terrible struggle, or such 
shame to the memories of the men_who lie 
buried on the battle fields made glorious with 
their blood, as these unseemly discussions 
between the men who led them. What an 
example was furnished in the grand alnega- 
tion and silence of Lee, who forestalled criti- 
cism with a generous assumption of all 
blaine, and wentto his grave without ever 
speaking one harsh werd of those who fought 
by hisside or under his leadership. How 
much kindlier will posterity judge him— 
how much kindlier do we judge him. even 
now—than these contestants who carry their 
wranglings into the heart of a perfect peace, 
and swarm in angry confusion against the 
background of asuperb soldiery and a deyot- 
ed ‘people. 

As to General Johnston’s implied charge 
that Mr. Davis spirited away two and a half 
millions of the money of the confederacy, 
that is too absurd for consideration. If Gen- 
eral Johnston’s allusions to the matter mean 
anything, they mean that Mr. Davis kept the 
whole or part of this money and applied it to 
his own use or misapplied it otherwise. It is 
deplorable that at this late date a suspicion of 
dishonesty should be put upon an illustrious 
man that, whatever his faults, was the head 
of a cause to which our people pledged their 
lives, their property and their sacred honor. 
Itis worse than all that this implication 
should come from the hands of a man who 
was a foremost soldier in that cause. It must 
admitted that General Johnston is not 
without provocation. Mr. Davis sadly low- 
ered the dignity of his book and impaired its 
force by assaults on General Jolinston. In- 
deed, it may be said that under the temper of 
the two men, the quarrel is inevitable and 
may become even bitterer than it now is— 
but it is nevertheless to be deplored!

A number of petitions were piesonted and re- 
ferred to appropriate committees. Ameng these 
was one signed by T. R. Martin asking for a retail 
liquor license at the’’Tumlin place’ on Marietta 
street which was granted. 

A communication from the board of health dis- 
cussing the small-pox epidemic was read. The 
communication isas follows: 

To the honorable mayor and gexeral council: 
Gentlemen—The board of health deems it impor- 
tant to direct your atteution to the exteusive preva- 
lence of small-pox in many of the northern cities, 
and while as yet not a single case has appeared in 
Atlanta, its rapid spread, even us far south as Rich- 
mond, Cincinnati and Louisville, admonishes us to 
be warned in time and to propare in season for its 
probable advent. 

It is unnecessary to remind your honorable body 
‘of the disgusting character or the extreme fatality 
of this disease in its unmodified form or to allude 
to the etfect of a visitation from this scourge upon 
the business interests of the community, neither is 
it meeessary to refer to the circumstances 
which favor its importation into At- 
lanta, our intimate railroad connec- 
tions with all parts: of the country, 
and especially with the cities above named, the ex 
traordinary influx of visitorsto thecity at this 
time and the promiscuous intermingling of the 
people incident to the approaching Woliday season 
readily suggest themselves as active agencies in the 
propagation of contagious diseases. Butin view of 
the fact that an epidemic can be rendered im possi- 
ble and that the disease, if it should appearin our 
midst, can be absolutely controlled by the timely 
adoption of proper precautions the board respect- 
fully recommends the appropriation of $1,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to be expended 
under the direction of this board. o secure the 
thorough vaccination of the people and to provide 
such accommodation for the pauper portion of the 

~pulation who may become effected with vario- 
iad or small-pox as may be requisite. 

Asit will not be necessary to pay out any of this 
money before January ist, it need not be charged 
to the expenditures of this year, but can be taken 
from the sanitary appropriation for 1582. We earn- 
estly rejuest action upon this subject atthe present 
session of your honorable body, as success in avert- 
ing the threatened evil will require prompt and de- 
cided measures.
